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Pendleton Disaster Continues to Intrigue 

By Jean Perry 

Just what is it about the 1952 U.S. Coast Guard 
rescue of the S.S. Pendleton off the coast of Cape Cod that 
is still meaningful and relevant today after 65 years and 
tens of thousands of other rescues since that night? 

Saving a life is the highest level someone can 
go in the service of others, says Maritime Historian 
and author Theresa Mitchell Barbo. "You're hitting the 
highest ceiling of service when you're going out to rescue 
someone else." 

So why does the story of the Pendleton disaster 
still resonate throughout the annals of history, asks Barbo, 
author of the book The Pendleton Disaster off Cape Cod , now 
in its 3 rd edition.

"Because they were not supposed to survive," 
said Barbo. "They thought they were going to die when 
they went out, but they didn't." 

Barbo refers to the five Merchant Mariners and 
the 32 surviving cadets aboard the endangered vessel 
caught in a violent storm on February 18, 1952 - the boat 
split in half, leaving two pieces to toss upon 30-, 50-, 60- 
foot seas and dozens of souls clinging for life in the frigid 
darkness of night. 

A USCG crew of five - Bernard C. Webber, Andy 
Fitzgerald, Richard Livesey, Charlie Bridges, and Ervin 
Maskey - disembarked from the Chatham USCG station 
that evening to rescue the cadets, thinking they would 
never return alive. 

"You were not wearing a $3,000 Mustang rescue 
suit that you are wearing now," said Barbo. Just rubber 
boots, perhaps some wool, a pea coat . . . and it was also 
getting dark. 

And these five men had never even trained 
together for a rescue mission, she added. "As they were 
leaving, they really thought they were going to die." 

They sang the song "Rock of Ages" as they departed into 
"impossible conditions."

I have 3 cats and one of them isn't using the litter box 
consistently. I clean the box every few days and have 
a covered box nicely enclosed in a closet. Is one of my 
cats sick? 

It's amazing that your cats have put up with your 
litter box behavior. There should be 1 box per 
indoor cat so you need 2 more boxes. The boxes 
should be cleaned daily at the very least. Cats in 
general do not like covered boxes. Get rid of the 
cover. Cats also prefer boxes to be as out in the 
open as possible so they don't feel trapped going 
in or out. There should be 2 or 3 ways for the 
cat to get out of the box. In general, cats prefer 
clumping litter as well. Stay with one that works 
and don't get fooled into buying what ever is on 
sale.

During one of Barbo' s encounters with Webber, 
whom she affectionately referred to as Bernie, Barbo said 
he told her, "I believe there was divine intervention, and I 
still believe it today." 

Once out of the harbor, the rescue vessel's 
compass was dislodged and lost, after first smashing 
through the windshield of the rescue boat and shattering 
it. Webber was tied to the steer to keep from falling into 
the water, the only man without a life jacket. 

Barbo read a quote from her book of Webber 
describing how, in spite of his familiarity with the area 
outside the harbor, he had never seen conditions there 
such as these. 

"I don't know how the other three hung on, I 
really don't because I was strapped in," read Barbo. "... 
The way we were being thrown around, they would've at 
least found them dead, but floating." 

Even years after the rescue, Webber told Barbo, 
he still doesn't know how he located the S.S. Pendleton, 
other than for the rumbling crash and clanging of broken 
twisted metal discernible over the wind and sea that 
made him say, "There's something here." With one 
searchlight in the dark, they found one half of the boat 
rising and crashing in the surge with 32 men clinging for 
life. 

Webber and the others didn't know how they 
were going to get all the men onto their small boat, except 
for the use of a Jacob's ladder they threw across. Some

men climbed while others jumped into the sea. 

One man known as George Meyers, a large- 
set man of about 300 pounds others called "Tiny" was 
seen clinging halfway down the broken vessel with 
barely a stitch of clothing on and in the later stages of 
hypothermia. 

"So he comes down and Ervin tries to grab him, 
[Tiny] fell into the water," said Barbo, "...Ervin had him 
but a wave disengaged [his grip] and then [Tiny] was 
lunging into a propeller. Pretty much every bone in his 
body was crushed." 

Barbo described what Ervin saw as Tiny drifted 
farther from him, saying, "Tiny looked up and said, 'It's 
okay/ and he floated away." 

Even when the five men reunited for the first time 
50 years later, none of them had ever truly gotten over 
Tiny's death, said Barbo. 

"With a heavy heart," Barbo said, "they 
continued to rescue the others." 

The remaining 32 survivors were brought on 
board under Webber's leadership, and with a heavy boat

overloaded with men and the seas following from behind 
rolling right into them, Barbo said Webber remembered 
Fitzgerald as being the only man aboard who thought 
they would survive. 

"I didn't know how much longer I could hang 
on," Barbo read Webber's words from her book again. 

"My attitude was just find land . . . don't ask questions, 
just get off and hope someone finds you." 

Webber steered the ship to where he guessed 
was north and in time, he spotted a red blinking light 
he prayed was the entrance to the Chatham Harbor. 
Miraculously, Barbo stated, it was. 

Webber radioed for ambulances and men to meet 
the boat at the pier, which they found packed with people 
- little kids, women (who were prohibited from entering 
the station) - all holding blankets. It was between nine 
and ten o'clock p.m. 

Once the survivors were safely on land, Fitzgerald 
remained to moor the boat as others wondered, are you 
nuts? Never mind, as Barbo described the moment. The 
boat will be fine here for the night. Go rest. 

"All Bernie wanted was a Cushman's donut," 
said Barbo. "And they all had Cushman's donuts." 

And then something happened, said Barbo. A 
phenomenon called "circum-rescue shock," that can 
happen shortly after rescue from cold water. 

"So half these guys fainted as soon as they got 
there," said Barbo. Bernie woke up the next day in a 
hospital bed to find himself covered in dollar bills. "It was 
all the money that the guys who had been rescued had on 
them." 

With that money, Webber bought the CG station 
its very first television. 

"That's the kind of guy he was," said Barbo. 

"Very generous, a very kind person."

The five men - Bernard C. Webber, Andy 
Fitzgerald, Richard Livesey, Charlie Bridges, and Ervin 
Maskey - reunited in 2002 on the 50 th anniversary of the 
rescue. Barbo was there when they saw each other for the 
first time. 

'Til never forget the tremble in Bernie's voice 
when he saw Ervin, and he said, 'Oh, Ervin/ and Ervin 
went right up to him." 

Fitzgerald and Bridges, the two surviving 
members of the five-man rescue team, met again in 
2012 for the 60 th anniversary. In 2013, Bridges died and 
Fitzgerald passed away in 2014. 

This February 18, 2016 marked the 65 th 
anniversary of the S.S. Pendleton disaster. 

Barbo gave a presentation on February 22 at the 
Marion Music Hall, sponsored by the Marion Council 
on Aging. She gave a photograph presentation and 
referenced her book as she told over 25 listeners the 
daring story of the S.S. Pendleton rescue. Before ending the 
event, Barbo recalled Webber's answer when she asked 
him how he managed to survive the rescue. 

"He said he quartered the sea," said Barbo. "If 
you steer into the waves, that's what he did, and then he 
said, 'I don't even know how I did that.'" 

Barbo concluded, "God had his hand on the 

tiller."

Polito congratulated the Town on its choice to 
enter into the compact, commenting that she understood 
that the last thing any town needs is another unfunded 
mandate. The town decides on which best practice to 
implement, and the town in return is eligible for certain 
state-funded grants, as well as "bonus points" towards 
grants that could benefit the town at the regional level. 

"You have a very unique community. I could 
see quite clearly in my times passing through what a 
beautiful community it really is," said Polito. "To choose 
a best practice around the Right to Farm bylaw is very 
appropriate for you . . .

An annual gift to the Town of Rochester for 
$10,000 recently offered by Covanta Energy, owners of 
SEMASS, will benefit the Rochester Country Fair this year 
after the Board of Selectmen approved the allocation of 
$5,000 of the sum to help cover costs of this year's event.

Also during the meeting. Selectman and Town 
Clerk Naida Parker said voter registration has increased

VFW Could Become Senior/Community Center 

Marion Board of Selectmen

While the Marion Board of Selectmen was 
interviewing Elizabeth Howe, one of three candidates for 
the Council on Aging Director position to come before 
the board during the special meeting on February 23, she 
made mention of an imminent situation with the VFW 
building.

every job requires a certain amount of marketing and 
selling capabilities and to that end, she felt fully qualified 
to help the town secure expanded programs, resident 
involvement, and funding. Howe resides in Mattapoisett. 

Cynthia Byers, another candidate for the position, 
is currently relocating from Connecticut to Onset. She 
said that when she read the job posting, she thought, "The 
things you are looking for I possess . . . compassion and 
the right background." 

Byers is currently working for the State of 
Connecticut in human services. She had been a CNA, has 
a degree in mental health, has worked with disabled and 
cognitively-impaired persons, and set-up an Alzheimer's 
program. 

Heather Sylvia, the third candidate, is a lifelong 
New Bedford resident and the past outreach coordinator 
for the Acushnet CO A. She is currently completing her 
bachelor's degree at UMD and has promised her teenage 
son that she will graduate in the spring "before he starts 
there in the fall." She is presently working for the New 
Bedford Council on Aging as a coordinator. Sylvia has 
eight years experience working for local councils on 
aging. 

All three candidates were asked how they would 
handle personnel issues, what their communication style 
and strengths are, and how they would deal with public 
scrutiny, operations and budgets, and short- and long- 
term planning. Each offered examples highlighting their 
abilities. 

Each candidate also believed that with a growing 
aging population of seniors, services would become 
increasingly important. Each said that the word "senior" 
should be replaced with "community" when discussing a 
center to house COA services. 

Dickerson said the selectmen would announce 
their choice for the position at the next regular meeting of 
the Board of Directors. 


Mattapoisett ZBA Hears Four Cases 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

Business zipped along smoothly at the February 
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18 meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals. 

The most difficult case of the night was a request 
for a variance sought by Richard Morgado and Mary 
Lank, 20 Harbor Road. The applicants had previously 
received a special permit to construct an addition to 
their home that included a second floor expansion. 
However, with two sets of architectural drawings during 
the planning phase, the builder inadvertently used the 
wrong set. This error caused the height of the home upon 
completion to be 2 Vi feet taller than allowed by the bylaw. 

Morgado, who accepted full responsibility for 
the error, asked the board to consider that they had the 
authority to approve the variance as a hardship, saying "it 
affects no one" in defense of leaving the structure as is. 

Morgado was supported by a number of 
neighbors, as well as receiving the full support of the 
Harbor Beach Association. 

But there were concerns. 

"Yours may be an honest mistake, but what about 
the next person that comes along?" said Chairman Susan 
Akin. She thought it set a bad precedent, sentiments that 
were echoed by ZBA member Mary Ann Brogan. Brogan 
voiced that the builder should pay to remove the roof and 
lower it to the allowable height. 

Morgado said he understood he could press 
the issue with the builder but felt tremendous empathy 
saying, "He's just a small business. . . . He's not wealthy." 
To repair the error would cost north of $20,000 he 
estimated. 

Director of Inspectional Services Andy Bobola 
offered the following advice to the board members: "This 
is only the second time in 31 years that we've been asked 
for this type of a variance. I don't think you'd be setting a 
precedent." 

Bobola said the board does an excellent job of 
hearing each case and making decisions on a case-by-case 
basis by considering all the facts before them. 

When it came time to discuss the case and make a 
decision, Brogan stood firm in her view that, by allowing 
the variance, the board would be opening itself up to 
having this case used as evidence in future cases. 

Variances require more than a simple majority to 
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pass. When the votes were cast, Morgado prevailed with a 
4-1 affirmation that his honest mistake wouldn't cost him 
or his contractor thousands of dollars. 

The other three cases were all applications for 
special permits. 

Kevin LeBlanc, 34 Brandt Beach Avenue, received 
a permit to build an addition to an existing home that will 
extend the home to within 11 feet of a paper road. 

Denise Moody, 33 Park Street, received a permit to 
construct a two-car garage and expansion of the first floor, 
with setbacks that do not meet current requirements. 

Jeffrey and Lauren Jordan, 4 North Street, received 
a special permit to add an attached porch to the existing 
home with a 10-foot setback. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals will be held on March 17 at 6:00 pm in 
the Mattapoisett Town Hall conference room if there are 
hearings. 


Costello Lauds Virtues of GIS 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

It's that time of year when Mattapoisett' s Finance 
Committee meets with department heads across the 
spectrum of departments and services that taxpayers 
fund. Budgets for the coming fiscal year are reviewed, 
contrasted against the previous year, and defended by 
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department heads when increases are asked for as the 
Finance Committee members weigh the pros and cons of 
balance sheets. 

One department that seems to be improving and 
moving along smoothly is the Assessor's Office headed by 
Kathleen Costello, principal assessor. 

Costello, accompanied by Ray Andrews, member 
of the Board of Assessors, presented her fiscal year 2017 
budget. While doing so, she was given an opportunity to 
discuss with the committee members how fiscal year 2016 
has been going. 

"It's been a great year in the Assessor's Office," 
Costello told the committee members. 

She went on to explain that the GIS program. 
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a geographical mapping and information system that 
allows visual as well as analytical data of property to be 
used with digital accuracy, has been the key in providing 
the town with clean precise data. 

"Fourteen years ago when the assessors brought 
this up to the selectmen, it was too much money and we 
didn't have anyone to run it," Andrews told them. Now 
with Nick Nelson, a full-time employee shared between 
the Highway Department and the Assessors' Office who 
has taken on the role of the GIS guru, the program is fully 
functional and effective Costello stated. 

Costello said building permits are now directly 
entered into a computer program that automatically 
trickles out the information to all departments involved. 
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such as the assessor's office. 

"It eliminates errors that can be made through 
repetition," she said while adding, "It's another step 
towards efficiency, making the cog run more smoothly." 

Costello presented a level-funded budget with 
only a minor uptick in the category of seminars and 
conferences. She impressed upon the committee members 
the importance of continuing education and investing in 
employees' professional growth, saying, "I have a great 
group here. I'm really lucky." 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne asked her to 
explain some of the upcoming opportunities the town will 
have with solar projects. 

Costello briefly explained the positive revenue 
impact from payments in lieu of taxes, a.k.a. PILOT 
programs. These programs allow cities and towns to tax 
the personal property installed on lands used for solar 
voltaic energy production, tax the property at a greater 
rate than simple forested undeveloped land, and thus 
bring commercial revenue to the coffers. 

"If the land becomes a subdivision," Costello 
explained, "we lose money.... This way, it becomes 
positive cash flow." 

Gagne said the town is still in discussions with 
EMI Solar and Blue Wave, LLC for the placement of 
solar panels at the closed town landfill. He also said the 
new Crystal Spring Road solar project will produce 5.3 
megawatts of electricity while the town landfill project is 
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expected to produce around two megawatts. 

Gagne, along with the committee members, 
congratulated Costello on her recent appointment as 
the 2016 president of the Plymouth County Assessor's 
Association. 

The committee also met with Town Clerk 
Catherine Heuberger and Town Accountant Suzanne 
Szyndlar who both presented budgets that are proposed 
to be level-funded for FY17. Heuberger did ask for a 
modest uptick in costs associated with hiring safety 
officers for the polls during elections. 

Gagne said that on March 16 at 6:30 pm the 
Finance Committee would be meeting with school 
Superintendent Douglas White regarding local school 
budgets, and that he and other administrators would be 
meeting with the ORR budget subcommittee on February 
29 at 4:30 pm at the ORR School superintendent's 
conference room. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee is scheduled for February 24 at 6:30 pm in the 
Mattapoisett Town Hall with budget presentations from 
Chief Mary Lyons, police department, and Chief Andrew 
Murray, fire department. 

Board Says 'No' to Another Hasty Approval 

Rochester Planning Board

It is a race for solar renewable energy credits 

Tri-Town 
Fuel Service 
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(SRECs) for solar energy production businesses, and now 
a second solar farm applicant has asked the Rochester 
Planning Board for an immediate approval without fully 
meeting all of the board's expectations before rendering a 
decision. 

Request denied. 

SRECs are tradable credits that are issued upon 
every 1,000 kilowatts of green energy produced and can 
be sold or traded; in essence, SRECs are essential to the 
economic viability of a solar farm. 

Although the Melink Corporation had been 
before the Planning Board on a number of occasions with 
continuances ensuing from requests by the board, none 
of the members on February 23 were ready to grant the 
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approval for the Snipatuit Pond Road solar energy facility, 
even with the board's ability to issue a set of special 
conditions for the plans and construction. 

For Chairman Arnold Johnson, with the bad taste 
still left from a previous project's approval before issues 
had been put to rest, it was about avoiding setting a 
precedent. 

"We've been burned two times before and we said 
this about any project, not just solar..." said Johnson. The 
board does not approve applications for special permits 
until the Natural Heritage and Endangered Species 
Program (NHESP) finished its approval of the project, he 
reiterated. 

Also still pending for this project is appropriate 
language pertaining to the acquisition of 100 acres of 
land Melink is donating to the Town of Rochester. The 
town wants assurance that it will be accessible for passive 
recreational use and that logging roads in the woods 
would be accessible and maintainable by the Town. 

"They (NHESP) are obviously concerned with 
preserving habitat, and we're (the town) concerned with 
the passive recreational use," said Town Counsel Blair 
Bailey. "There's a big issue still hanging out there as far 
as the town is concerned. I just want to see it in black and 
white." 

Bailey added, "We've said right from the start 
with any project . . . that if it's in the habitat area that we 
would hold our decision open until [completion]." 

Melink' s engineering representative Evan 
Watson told the board that, without approval that night, 
the company could miss out in the application process 
because it must submit a package as complete as possible, 
including approvals from appropriate town boards. 

According to Watson, the financial viability of 
Melink' s solar farm hinged on a speedy completion of the 
application package. 

Johnson disagreed. He said he learned through 
personal research that not having a complete application 
does not preclude the company from filing their package 
tomorrow. 

"It's just not a hundred percent complete," 
Johnson pointed out. "That's not the town's concern."

Bailey explained how having a more complete 
package would bump Melink up higher on the State's 
queue of projects under review, which would be of benefit 
to Melink. 

So what is the urgency, several board members 

asked? 

"Because [Melink doesn't] know where they are 
in the queue and the impression they have from the state 
... is the sooner you have approval . . . the higher we'll put 
you in this 'under review queue' that's sitting out there. 
That's where the sense of urgency comes from." 

The current dollar amount value for one SREC is 
$285, but the value is volatile and trends toward dropping 
annually, Bailey explained. 

Johnson also noticed a couple of things that still 
needed to be addressed in the draft decision he held in his 
hand - details that had changed since it was written. 

"Here we are now, at what you would like to call 
the finish line," said board member Gary Florindo, "and 
we're looking at what we really want . . . and need and it's 
really not our fault." 

Watson replied, saying it was his impression 
that the board looked favorably on the project, after 
hammering through the details for weeks. 

"I think that we've come to a place in the 
permitting process where we didn't have to move 
mountains," said Watson to the board. 

But, why change a precedent, asked board 
member Michael Murphy 

"Like you said," Murphy motioned to Johnson, 
"we've been burned twice. Get everything done, come see 
us, and we'll take care of it." 

Bailey said he thought the project could be 
wrapped up at the next meeting. 

"I think you can get your ducks in a row and get 
everything accomplished," Florindo said to Watson. 

One resident, John Hall, seated in the audience, 
asked the board why Town Meeting didn't have the 
chance to approve the land acquisition from Melink. What 
about precedent in that regard? 

"Are we going to change that because all three 
selectmen are [on board]?" asked Hall. "The town should 
probably vote in accepting that. . ." 

Bailey agreed with Hall, saying, "That's always 
been the town's procedure, but it doesn't have to be." 

"But we're talking about precedent here." 

The matter was continued for the next meeting. 

Just before adjourning. Planning Board member 
Ben Bailey spoke to Johnson's comment that the board's 
agenda will be light without any further solar farms in the 
near future. 

"It has been suggested that we can no longer call 
ourselves the Planning Board," Ben Bailey said. "We have 
to call ourselves the 'Solar Panel.'"

The two Notices of Intent filed by the Town and 
planned for the evening's agenda were now withdrawn 
due to the DEP's finding. The filings were for test borings 
along the next phase of the bike path. 

On December 12, the commissioners had voted 
to approve the Town's application for a Request for 
Determination of Applicability to proceed with test 
borings along the proposed bike path Phase IB, a path 
through sensitive wetlands.

FinCom Wades Through Wastewater Woe 

Marion Finance Committee 

By Jean Perry 

Marion Finance Committee members were 
curious about the future of the town's wastewater 
treatment plant while discussing the operations budget 
for the Department of Public Works on February 17 and 
asked DPW Superintendent Rob Zora to update them. 
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Zora had nothing positive to say about it. 

The average sewer user in Marion could see 
their bill double in the foreseeable future. Triple, even, 
according to Zora, should the worst-case scenario arise. 

"I don't know what that is just yet," said Zora, 
"but there will be an increase, no question about that." 

The Water and Sewer Commissioners, along with 
the three selectmen, will likely place an article on the 
Annual Town Meeting, Zora said, asking for $1.5 million 
to start the planning and design process for lining the 
three wastewater lagoons at the plant - something that 
must be done whether or not the EPA grants the town its 
new National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System 
(NPDES) permit, which is less stringent than the original 
draft calling for the elimination of the three lagoons. 

"It's gonna be very expensive for this town, and I 
don't know how we are gonna afford it," said Zora. 

We are talking millions of dollars, Zora 
emphasized. And every time they run the numbers, he 
said, it looks bleaker by the tens of millions. 

"Regardless of what is in that permit, we are 
gonna line those lagoons - unless we challenge it," said 
Zora. 

In addition to the planning and design, Zora said 
it will cost another roughly $3 million for the membrane 
lining of the 20 acres of lagoon. And that does not take 
into account the disposal of the existing sludge at the 
bottom of the lagoons - at least another $3 million, he 
added. 



"We are being held hostage and it's not good for 
the town," said Zora. All of these unfunded mandates, 
he said, "I don't know how we're gonna fight it. I don't 
know how people are going to afford to live in Marion. ... 
I don't see any answers." 

Finance Committee Chairman Alan Minard 
offered up a few wastewater-related puns to keep the 
conversation from sinking into despair. 

The group also discussed the sewer's 450 or so 
low-pressure grinder pumps that propel the wastewater 
from residents' houses toward the main gravity lines 
leading to the plant. 

"This is steadily becoming a problem," Zora said. 
With frequent breakdowns, Zora said the department has

spent $40,000 in the last six months making repairs. 

The pumps, according to Zora, generally have a 
15- to 20-year lifespan. The pumps, though, are only about 
9 to 10 years old. 

"I think it's time we turn it around on the 
residents and say, 'Hey. We carried it for ten years. Now 
it's up to you to take it for the next ten/" said Zora, after 
one of the FinCom members wondered why residents 
already do not hold responsibility for their operation. 

Minard asked Zora if there were any areas of any 
of his budgets from which they could cut to help make up 
for a half a million-dollar shortfall in the town's overall 
budget. 

Finding very little, Minard said he wanted to 
explore chopping back the utilities budget a bit, given 
the difference in gasoline prices and the new electricity 
aggregate program which has dropped electricity rates by 
a few percentage points. 

"Is this the area where we could roll the dice on a 
little bit?" Minard asked Zora. Zora agreed, and Minard 
assured him that, if utilities costs were to rise, the budget

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Writing Workshop Turned Drama at Tabor

The winter drama is always an anticipated 
event, but this year offers a special twist. The play being 
performed was written by Mark Howland's creative 
writing class and features individual scenes created by 
each member of the class. 

Following the spectacular musical Thoroughly 
Modern Millie , this year's drama. The Workshop , is a 
smaller, more intimate event in the Black Box Theatre. 

The actors have been rehearsing all season to ensure an 
exciting and well-done production. 

The normal format of Tabor's creative writing 
class consists mostly of short story writing. Howland 
usually focuses heavily on dialog, pacing, and 
characterization. This year's class, however, spent most 
of the semester trying their hand at play writing instead. 
Then, after the winter season began and the scripts for the 
play were chosen, they transitioned back into short story 
writing. 

When they began the semester, their main priority 
was to craft these scenes. As every member of the class 
was writing something different, they began with the idea 
that the only continuity would be that each scene would 
have a bench in it. 

"We worked with this idea for a while," says 
Nathalie Cavallo, who was a member of the class as well 
as an actor in the play. "But it got too difficult, so now the 
only similarity is that each scene includes a person sitting 
down." 

At the end of every week, students would submit 
their favorite scene that they'd written, and the class 
would read them aloud and decide which ones would 
work well as part of the drama. It took them a lot to get to 
this point though. 

"We did a lot of editing both in class and on our 
own," Cavallo says. "We'd do a lot of peer-work and had 
a lot of drafts for each scene." 

The biggest challenge, and the most interesting 
aspect of play writing, is that it's different from short story 
writing and is often unfamiliar to students. 
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"My acting background definitely helped me in 
this class," said Cavallo, "because a lot of it was knowing 
what worked well on stage. The class also helped me 
become a better actor because I got a better idea of how 
the play is crafted." 

Cavallo saw both sides of the production, writing 
one of the scenes and starring in another. 

"It was really cool to see people bring everyone's 
stories to life," said Cavallo. "They brought a whole new 
element to the stories we spent all semester on." 

Not all good stories necessarily translate well on 
stage, so a big problem was keeping all the jokes alive 
and making sure that the pacing was correct. All of these 
skills, however, translate well to short story writing. The 
ability to use effective dialog, create interesting scenes, 
and keep the story moving are all crucial to good short 
story writing. When the class transitioned back into 
writing short stories, they noticed a distinct difference in 
their writing skills.

The Worcester Housing Authority's board of 
commissioners voted unanimously at their December 17, 
2015 meeting to ban smoking anywhere inside the WHA 
community or within 30 feet of an entrance.

Anomalisa. With the voices of David Thewlis, Jennifer 
Jason Leigh, and Tom Noonan. Directed by Charlie 
Kaufman and Duke Johnson. Running time: 90 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

As if to show that the Oscars can still gesture 
towards meritocracy, the emotionally wild and tangled 
stop-motion effort Anomalisa is actually, amazingly, one 
of the five nominees for Best Animated Feature. It doesn't 
have a chance in hell of winning — not against a Pixar film 
— but I'll be rooting for it just the same. Anomalisa is the 
first film in seven years by Charlie Kaufman ( Being John 
Malkovich), who shares his directorial credit with stop- 
motion artist Duke Johnson (the Christmas episode of 
Community, among other things). Kaufman's screenplay 
began life as a "sound play"; that it has become 
something often ravishingly visual, wrought in perhaps 
the most tactile of animated media, is one of the film's 
many ironies. 

The movie follows the slumping figure of Michael 
Stone (voiced by David Thewlis and sculpted to look 
a bit like Edward Woodward), a motivational author 
specializing in advice for customer service reps. Michael 
checks into a fancy Cincinnati hotel before a scheduled 
lecture, and as he interacts with various people we can 
perceive his problem: Everyone other than Michael, male 
and female, young and old, is voiced by Tom Noonan, 
who doesn't do much to differentiate each person vocally. 
That isn't Noonan's fault, it's a major theme in the movie: 
To Michael, everyone has begun to sound the same, as 
though the entire world spoke with the same vaguely 
creepy voice. (There's a paranoid delusion that everyone 
you meet is the same person, and the film's hotel. La 
Fregoli, is named after it.) 

Michael wades numbly in a sea of Noonans until 
he meets Lisa, voiced shyly and affectingly by Jennifer 
Jason Leigh. Lisa can't stop putting herself down, and 
she has rather banal things to say, but Michael can't get 
enough of her voice; it's been so long since he's heard 
anything but Tom Noonan. (No offense meant to Noonan, 
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who does have a nice way with speech — and who has 
directed some underseen films that could have inspired 
Kaufman himself — but listening to him all the time might 
be like being stuck inside the "Malkovich Malkovich" 
scene in Being John Malkovich.) Since Lisa doesn't sound 
like anyone else, she is an anomaly -- hence, Anomalisa. 
Michael invites Lisa back to his room, they talk, she 
sings, he weeps, they make love. If you think Kaufman 
will leave well enough alone, though, you don't know 
Kaufman. 

Why is it Lisa, and not, say, her friend Emily, or 
Michael's ex Bella, or a sullen waitress, who speaks with 
the voice that unlocks Michael's soul? We're not meant to 
know. She distinguishes herself by her lack of sameness 
— aside from her voice, she has a slight disfigurement near 
her right eye, hidden by a sheet of streaked hair — but 
though she sounds appealing, an aural oasis for Michael 
and for us, she doesn't really stand apart in terms of 
personality or intellect. This is, if anything, an even more 
damning detail and nail in Michael's coffin. Is it possible 
to objectify a woman by her voice the way one would 
with her physical attributes? If so, Michael manages it. 

Anomalisa fits perfectly with Kaufman's other 
oddball, theatre-of-the-absurd efforts that devote a large 
number of moving parts to tell small stories that are really 
the biggest stories. In Kaufman's only other directorial 
outing, the astounding Synecdoche, New York, he focused 
on art as life and vice versa. Here he meditates on love 
and how rare it is to find the real deal, and how common 
it is for the lonely person to lunge at anything that seems 
like love. Michael sits across from Lisa at breakfast and 
realizes, perhaps for the first time, that it isn't her, it isn't 
any of the people who cause him pain; it's him. This is 
all done — beautifully — in stop-motion because Michael 
is manipulated by forces beyond his control. Anomalisa is 
a great film. Charlie Kaufman isn't getting any younger, 
though, and we've spent seven years without any movies 
from him. Here's hoping the next one gets financed more 
easily.
